(AP) — A hi 
jacked Argentine airliner with 
26 persons aboard landed safely 
in Havana today after stops in

Panam a, a spokesman for the 
Federal Aviation Adminstration 
here said.

The Boeing 737 left Panam a 
for Havana at 4:21 a.m.

Medicare Extended To Disabled 


Starting this month, Medicare 
coverage has been extended to 
1.7 
million 
disabled 
people 
under 65. 
Disabled people 
who 
have 
r e c e i v e d 
social 
security 
disability payments for 2 years 
or more will be able to get 
help from Medicare in paying 
their hospital and doctor bills 
and 
other covered 
services, 
according to Ronald L. Talley, 
social security district manager 
in Richmond. 
Medicare 
was 
previously 
available 
only 
to 
people 65 or over. 
“Those eligible for coverage,” 
Talley 
sail, 
“will 
include 
d i s a b l e d workers, disabled 
widows and disabled dependent 
widowers between 50 and 65, 
disabled mothers 50 or older 
who get social security benefits 
because 'they have young or 
disabled children in their care, 
and people who get benefits 
because 
they were 
disabled 
before age 22.” 
People getting monthly social 
security checks because they 
are disabled will be notified if 
they are eligible for Medicare. 
Widows 50 or over who have 
been severely disabled the last 
2 years but haven’t filed a 
claim 'because they’re getting 
checks as mothers caring for 
young 
or disabled 
children 
should 
apply 
for 
disabled 
widows benefits to see if they 
can get Medicare. 
‘‘People under 65 who need 
kidney transplants or dialysis 
will be eligible for Medicare 
'too, .if they’ve worked long 
enough under social security,” 
Talley a aid. 
T h i s 
health 
insurance 
protection will also be available 
to insured workers’ 
wives or 


husbands 
and 
dependent 
children who need dialysis or 
kidney transplants,” he said. 
Eligibility can begin in the 
3rd month after dialysis begins 
and can last through a year 
after the month dialysis ends 
or the patient had a kidney 
transplant. 


Under recent changes in the 
social security law, the hospital 
insurance part of Medicare will 
also be extended to people 65 
and older who previously didn’t 
qualify for coverage because

Medicare 
hospital 
insurance protection. 
The premium may be increased 
later if hospital costs rise.

cousins of the dragonfly, and 
a delicacy as well for fish. 
Mayflies are favorite fish, foods 
and experienced trout anglers 
stalk streams waiting for a 
mayfly hatch, knowing that the 
tainbows or browns als*o have 
a way of knowing. 
Stonefly, 
water 
scorpion, 
water boatman, giant water 
bugs and the grotesque-looking 
but effective hellgrammite also 
íank high on the menu for most 
species of fresh water fish found 
in Hoosier streams and lakes. 
And bait searcher can find 
most of the species through a 
series of turning over stones, 
and catching them either in 
band or with a small mesh net.

New Rates Begin 
In Unemployment 
Insurance Benefits 
Persons filing for unem­ 
ployment insurance In Indiana 
beginning this month (July) 
m a y 
qualify 
for 
higher 
payments than before. Effective 
July 1, 
maximum weekly 
amounts payable to unem­ 
ployment Insurance claimants 
increased from $45 to $50 for 
persons with no dependents, $50 
to $5? for 'those with one 
dependent, $65 to $63 with two 
dependents $60 to $69 with 
three, end $65 to $75 with four. 
John F. Coppes, director of 
th e 
Indiana 
Employment 
Security Division, «aid these 
increases passed by the 1973 
Legislature will bring Indiana 
closer to meeting 
federal 
guidelines. He explained that 
funds to pay unemployment 
insurance come from a payroll 
tax on employers. There to no 
deduction 
from 
employees' 
paychecks for this purpose. 
Mr. Coppes said the higher 
weekly payments will Increase 
the total amount of unem­ 
ployment insurance paid in 
Indiana by 15 per cent.

DECATUR, Ala. (AP) - 
Praising Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace and calling Presi­ 
dent Nixon the nation's, real 
radical, Sen. Edward M. Ken­ 
nedy baa appealed to South­ 
erners to help breathe new life 
into “the Dickering torch of 
freedom” in Amerioa. 
Kennedy applauded a few 
minutes later at a Fourth of 
July rally as Wallace, standing 
upright on his paralyzed legs, 
received an award for patri­ 
otism. 
Their appearance together 
prompted questions about a 
possible Kennedy-Wallace tick­ 
et in the 1978 presidential elec­ 
tion, but both men brushed 
them aside. 
*T11 let others speculate as to 
what it means for the future 
and what it means now,” Ken­ 
nedy told newsmen. Wallace 
would say only, “You can draw 
your own conclusions.” 
Nevertheless, the presence of 
Democratic National Chairman 
Robert S. Strauss gave some 
unmeasured significance to the 
meeting. 
In his speech, Kennedy said 
th e 
Nixon 
administration, 
‘ ‘ m a s q u e r a d i n g as con­ 
servative, has taken the most 
radical steps towards dis­ 
membering the spirit of our 
revolution and the protections 
of the Constitution.” 
Talking later with newsmen, 
Kennedy described Nixon as 
the nation’s “real radical,” a 
man who wants to change ev­ 
erything. 
Kennedy did not. .mention the 
Watergate by name, but in his 
speech Strauss did. But he de­ 
scribed it as merely one of 
many scandals for which he 
said the Nixon administration 
is to blame.

LP Gas Storage Requires Care 
WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Farmers who have obtained 
portable anhydrous ammonia 
storage tanks (nurse tanks) for 
use as temporary storage of LP 
gas for grain drying this1 fall 
should observe certain safety 
precautions. 
Robert C. Rund, assistant 
administrator in the Office of 
the Indiana State Chemist at 
Purdue University, points out 
that these precautions are 
available as printed guidelines. 
These guidelines may be 
obtained from the Indiana LP 
Gas 
Association, 
4120 
N. 
Keystone, Indianapolis, or the 
Office of the Indiana State 
Chemist, Biochemistry Building, 
P u r d u e 
University. 
The 
g u i d e l i n e s were developed 
cooperatively with the Indiana 
State Fire Ma.rsha.Ts office. 
Ammonia remaining in the 
lank after installation to the 


burner system of 'the dryer will 
damage the brass fittings of the 
LP gas system. Thus, all am­ 
monia must be removed prior 
to using the tank as a gas 
storage. The ammonia can be 
purged from the tank with 
eithre propane or water. 
Rund urges farmers and 
ammonia dealers who may be 
purging the tanks for the first 
t i m e 
to 
check 
detailed 
procedures with their LP gas 
dealers. The flaring of gases 
used to purge the tanks may 
be hazardous unless done in the 
approved fashion. 
Where water is used for 
purging it is necessary that all 
moisture be removed prior to 
using the tank for LP gas 
storage or freezing of lines’ and 
regulators may result, Rund 
notes. One way to avoid this 
is to rinse the tank interior 
thoroughly with methyl alcohol 


after 
water 
purging 
and 
drainage. 
To prevent undue prestiré 
buildup in the tank when filled 
with LP gas type of greatly 
increased relief capacity, Rund 
stresses.

vegetables for family meals this 
summer 
and 
often 
produce 
quantities 
for 
freezing 
or 
canning. Many people will also 
purchase large quantities 
of 
fresh produce while it is in 
season and economical, 
and 
preserve these items for use 
later. 
One homemaker I talked with 
recently, shops for groceries 
only once every six weeks. She 
has most of her vegetables and 
meat at home in cans or frozen. 
With milk delivered she1 can 
p r o v i d e her family 
with 
nutritious meals with few trips 
to the grocery. I'm sure this is 
a real savings in both time and 
money. 
Many women who freeze 
garden 
produce 
ask 
about 
blanching 
vegetables 
before 
freezing. 
Blanching 
is 
an 
important step in the freezing 
p r o c e s s . Practically every 
vegetable, except green pepper, 
maintains 
better 
quality 
in 
frozen storage if heated before 
packing. 
The 
reason 
for 
heating 
vegetables before freezing is 
that it slows or stops the action 
of enzymes. Up until the time 
vegetables are ready to pick, 
enzymes help them grow and 
mature. After that they cause 
loss of flavor and color. 
If 
vegetables 
are 
not 
heated 
enough the enzymes continue to 
be active during frozen storage. 
Then 
the 
vegetables 
may 
develop off flavors, discolor or 
toughen so that they may be 
unappetizing in a few weeks. 
The most satisfactory method 
of blanching most vegetables is 
to place them in a 
large 
quantity of cold water. They are 
then packed into containers and 
frozen immediately. 
Another question frequently 
asked 
concerns 
methods of 
canning 
vegetables. 
In 
the 
canning process you heat the 
food 
hot 
enough 
and 
long 
enough 
to 
destroy 
spoilage 
organisms. This hearing also 
•topa the action of enzymes. 
Processing is done in either 
a 
boiling-waterbath 
canner. 
You can process these acid 
foods safely in boiling water. 
For all common vegetables, 
except tomatoes, use a steam* 
pressure canner. To process 
these low-acid foods safely in 
a reasonable length of time 
takea a temperature higher than 
that of boiling water.

No-Till Double Cropping 
May Be Hoosier Farmer Boon 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Soaring 
world 
demand 
for 
protein 
and 
record 
soybean 
prices provide an unprecedented 
opportunity for Hoosier soybean 
farmers. 
“ It isn’t often you can have 
your cake and eat it too, but 
you might if you were able to 
seed winter wheat or barley last 
f a l l , ’ ’ 
says 
Marvin 
L. 
Swearingin, Purdue University 
extension 
agronomist. 
“I’m 
thinking 
of 
no-till 
double 
cropping soybeans after small 
grain.” 
. 
No-till double cropping is a 
rather recent development that 
gives a new twist to an old 
idea — that of growing two 
grain crops in one year, the 
a g r o n o m l s t explains. The 
breakeven yield of double crop 
soybeans at current prices is 
less than seven bushels an acre. 
No-till double 
cropping 
has 
looked promising in Indiana the 
last two years, but it is a 
package 
system 
with 
which 
farmers can’t take too many 
shortcuts, says Swearingin. 
In order to test adaptation of 
the system to Indiana soils and 
growing conditions, eight trials 
were conducted from Lafayette 
to the Ohio River in the past 
two years. Six of these were 
successful; two failed. Most of 
the soybean yields were in the 
30-46 
bushel 
range 
under 
favorable 
July 
and 
August 
rainfall, Swearingin reports. 
No-till 
double 
cropping 
in- 
vo.ves' planting the second crop, 


usually soybeans, directly into 
the wheat stubble without ad­ 
ditional tillage. A high level of 
management is required and 
this means: 
T i m e l y 
wheat 
harvest; 
shredding 
or 
chopping 
the 
straw; using a modified plan­ 
ting system with fluted coulters, 
disc openers, press wheels and 
narrow rows because of the 
short growing season. 
Weed control also is critical; 
this requires the proper her­ 
bicide 
combination 
and 
high 
gallon age nozzles to penetrate 
the 
straw 
and 
kill 
existing 
vegetation. Suggested herbicides 
and rates are given in Indiana 
Cooperative Extension Service 
publication, ID-1 Weeding With 
Chemicals — 1973 Guide. Single
